Veto Today 


Administration Heads Hope 
to Sustain President's 
Disapproval of Bill 


Measures Confident ; 
_ Effect on Tax Program

WASHINGTON, May 18.— The 
Senate tomorrow will take up the 
soldier bonus bill veto, with the 
result in doubt. 

Senator Reed, Republican, Penn- 
syivania, who has taken the lead- 
ership for the administration 
forces, said today there is a “hope- 
ful chance” that the vote will be 
sustained. Those in charge of the 
measure deciared careful polis 
showed a close margin in favor 
of enactment of the bill into law. 

Administration spokesmen defi- 
nitely linked the bonus today with 
the tax-reduction measure, intimat- 
ing that President Coolidge "would 
be forced to veto the pending reve- 
nue. bill if the bonus is passed. 
Senator Reed declared “it’s bonus 
or tax reduction.” 

The President in his message to 
Congress on the veto, however, 
made no. flat declaration that the 
bonus bill would prevent tax re- 
duction, but many members 
both parties drew the inference

EFFECT ON TAX 

Chairman Greene of the House 
Ways and Means Committee = 
sisted the bonus bill was 
“to fit the financial program of 
the government.” 

The result of the vote tomorrow 
is expected to have some effect on 
the tax bill conferees who take 
up this weck the main controver- 
sial items of that measure. Defeat 
of the bonus would intensify the 
fight for party provisions in the 
tax-reduction measure, while it 
also ig believed that pagsage of 
the bonus, in view of the possibile 
veto then of the tax meastre, 
would serve to break down any 
disputes and bring about an early 
agreement of the conferees. 

Most of the confereés predict 
a settlement of the conference ac- 
tion on the tax bill before the end 
week. 

ator Curtis, Republican, Kan- 
sas, in charge of the bonus bill, 
said today he is prepared to put 
the measure to a vote tomorrow 
without much debate. There was 
strong sentiment, however, among- 
opponents of the measure to pro- 
long the debate for a day or 80. 


HOUSE OVERRODE IT 

Repassage of the bill automat- 
ically would enact the measure 
into law, the House having over- 
ridden the veto, 313 to 78, -yes- 
terday. 

In 1922, when President Hard- 
ing vetoed a bonus measure, the 
House re 
1.258 to 54, but the veto wag sus- 
tained by the Senate, the vote be- 
ing 44 to 28, four less than the 
required two-thirds majority. 

Nineteen of the Senators who 
then voted to sustain the veto are 
now in Congress and five who were 
paired for, the veto at that time 
are here. Included in the seven- 
teen who voted against the bill 
on its passage this season were 
the two new Democratic Senators, 
Bayard, Delaware, and Bruce, 
Maryland If all of these voted 
similariy at this time opponents 
of the bonus would need seven 
other votes to prevent repassage, 
presuming every member was pres- 
ent and voting.
